W H A T A BO U T OUR OIL? 


The Turk, as Lloyd George indicated 
the other day, is not easily fathomed by 
Europeans. 
He is deeper than he looks, 
cleverer than he seems, much wider awake 
than one would guess from his bearing. 
The dispatches from Lausanne have often 
referred to the sleepy, rather bewildered 
air of Ismet Pasha, the head of the Turkish 
delegation. There were times, it was said, 
when he did not seem to know what was 
going on. Now we are told, on the authori­ 
ty of a French observer, that in the last 
hurried hours of the conference Ismet was 
so absorbed in listening for the whistle of 
Lord Curzon’s departing train that he did 
not realize that the conference was break­ 
ing up. 
Probably Ismet knew well enough what 
was happening and was quite content to 
have it happen. 
But he kept the Allies 
guessing up to the last minute, and even 
beyond the last minute. 
Even after the 
conference was supposed to have ended in 
failure, Ismet would not permit the allies 
the poor satisfaction of feeling that at last 
the long parley was over. Curzon had 
made his dramatic exit and was nearly or 
quite in London 
again 
when the

AMERICAN COAL 
MINERS SPEEDIEST 


By the Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—One coal 
miner in this country produces 
as 
much in a day as three 
miners in 
Great Britain’s coal industry, accord­ 
ing to statistics compiled by W. W. 
Adams, of the United States bureau 
of mines. 
One American miner’s speed in 
production, however, is shown by the 
report to be offset by the loss of al­ 
most twice as many lives 
and by 
three times the number of accidents 
suffered by British miners. 
England employes about a million 
men each year in coal 
production, 
about one third more than the num­ 
ber employed in this country, while 
the 
English 
output, 
Mr. 
Adams 
shows, is only about 300,090,000 tons, 
less than half the production in the 
United States. 
The British accident 
rate in coal mining varies from 1.00 
to 1.30 for every 1,000 men employed 
while in this country the rate ranges 
from 3.90 to 4.60. Fatalities in Great 
Britain in 
tho 
industry 
number 
from 1,100 to 1,200 a year, as compar­ 
ed to 2,000 to 2,500 in this country. 
The slower speed at which British 
coal miners work, and the fact that 
most of them are more experienced, 
having oeen “bred 
to 
occupation 
through several generations,” are ex­ 
plained by Mr. Adams as principal 
causes for their lower accident rate. 
About 13 per cent of the British coal 
is undercut by machines as compared 
with over 50 per cent in the bitumi­ 
nous industry in this country, and 
this fact together with the use of a 
common language so that safety in­ 
structions may 
be understood, 
are 
said also to he factors in the lower 
British accident rate.

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 12.—Twelve 
lives were lost on freighters on the 
Great Lakes in 1922. 
The property 
loss on the 15 boatg that were lost in 
1922 was small, as 
they were all 
small carriers of the old type, with a 
trip capacity of 19,150 tons. Figuring 
20 trips a season, they could move 
about 383,000 tons of 
freight, or a 
little more than one steamer of the 
largest class. There was not one 
vessel in the list classed as an ore 
carrier. 
Eleven lives were lost on the Cana­ 
dian steel steamer Maplehurst, for­ 
merly the Cadillac, which foundered 
on Lake Superior and one member of 
the crew of the 
Canadian 
steamer 
City of Dresden was lost when she 
was wrecked on Lake Erie. The Map­ 
lehurst was the only freighter of that 
class that was a total loss. 
All the 
others were wooden ships. 
In addition to the above fatalities, 
16 lives were lost on the Canadian 
lighthouse tender Lambton, four on 
the tug Reliance and eight on the tug 
Cornell, which was lost on Lake Erie 
in December.

tem s throughout the world. W hile it 
is true th at the 
paper 
money 
of 
some unfortunate countries has 
ex­ 
perienced disaster, it it 
also 
true 
that these very disasters have been a 
lesson to statesm en 
and 
business 
men everywhere, and on the whole, 
have em phasized in the public mind 
our dependence upon a sound money 
system , based upon gold, and enab 
ling international commodity trans­ 
actions to be conducted in confidence 
and security. 
Some of the m onetary 
system s which have 
been 
w atered 
down to the point of com plete satu­ 
ration. have begun to yield to the in­ 
evitable pressure, so th a t the more 
stable money units of other countries 
are being called in and utilized. 
All 
this is entirely to the good, for it tes­ 
tifies that in the end the gold stand­ 
ard will be recognized as the sound­ 
est, safest, and most reliable that fis­ 
cal and economic wisdom has yet de­ 
vised, 
“There will hardly be serious dis­ 
sent from the proposition that when 
social and economic balances are fin­ 
ally placed, throughout the world, in 
the way of ultim ate redress, our own 
country m ust shoulder 
a 
large re­ 
sponsibility in connection with 
the 
reestablishm ent of sound conditions 
and relationships. One of the things 
which then m ust happen will be the 
disintegration, in a considerable part 
of that enormous stock of gold which 
has been flowing to our shores since 
early in the European war. We hold 
now well-nigh half of the 
monetary 
gold stock of the world, and such a 
disproportionate holding is only less I 
unfortunate for us than it is for oth- S 
er countries to have their gold 
re­ 
serves so badly depleted. 
We a r e 1 
now well past that era of crude eco­ 
nomic thought in which m any of us | 
quite sincerely believe th at the more j 
gold a country could accum ulate, the | 
b etter for it, regardless of every oth- ¡ 
er consideration. 
We have come to 
understand th at it is equally undesir-1 
able for a country to have either a 
vastly excessive or an utterly inade-j 
quate share of 
the 
m onetary gold. 
Ju st in proportion as gold is liquid, 
free and safe to 
move about the 
world in the process of equalizing in­ 
dustrial and financial requirem ents, 
so we shall have an approxim ation to 
that stability of conditions, that gen­ 
eral level of prosperity and industrial 
activity which is so greatly to be de­ 
sired." 
Turning to a discussion 
of ques­ 
tions of domestic import, the comp­ 
troller declares th at the banking in­ 
stitutions of the country have made 
satisfactory 
progress 
through 
the 
period of deflation 
and 
liquidation 
that necessarily followed the wartime 
expansion of credit 
and 
inflation. 
The banking system , he says, has jus 
tified the confidence reposed in it, al-
